them to change their reſolutions : and 
yet they were forced , though not to al 
ter a former Decree,yet to give counter- 
mands unto it, {as Ahaſuerus did) and 
men doe alter , becauſe they cannot fore- 
ſee all events, and ſo cannot make una!- 
terable Decrees without prejudice, 
Therefore the Pope , who takes on him 
the ſtyle of 1»fallible ,, and ſo aſſumes to 
himſelf the higheſt prerogative that ever

's own hands by any Decree he makes, 
decauſe he cannot fore-ſee all inconve- 
ences , notwithftanding what ever he 
flumes !

' N Second fort of Demonſtrations are 
Adrawne from, Chrilts having al. 
ready come and performed all this : for 
1. Chriſt isnow to bee fatisfyed for |} 
that his dying , as well as he by his death Fi! 
had ſatished Gad : he is now to have his |} 
reward. God never ſet any on work | 
but he gave them wages. Thus unto 
Nebuchad-nezzar he.gave Egypt as his 
hire for his fervice at Tyre , R. to Cyrus 
he gave hidden treaſure. Now it is not 
Chriſts own glory that will ſatisfie him, 
for that he could have had, and never 
have dyed; there remaines therefore no- 
thing that can or will ſatisfie him , but to 
have the end of his death, To ſee his ſeed 
and be ſatisfied, and to ſee of the travell of 
. bis ſoul: and to juſtifie many, as It 15 1/atah 
153. hcedyed (as himſelfe ſpcakes 7ohr 
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12-24.) thathe might not bee alone in | 
heaven ; his deſire is, that thoſe whom 
he dyed for might ſce his glory. 

2, If we conſider the a& it ſelfe, of 
delivering Chriſt unto death, there was 
not, nor could there ever bee any thing 
more abhorreat unto God ; no a&ever 
went ſo much againſt his heart : for if he 
bee Afflicied in all our affiitions , and 
doth not willingly puniſh the Sonnes of 
yen, neither wils the death of a ſomer that 
deſerves it, much leſſe would hee will 
the death of his own Sonne. - Now 
what was there to ſweeten the death 
and ſufferings of ' his Sonne unts 
him, except his end in it?- (for 1t is the 
end that ſweetens and facilitates the 
meanes tending unto it , )-now the end 
of Chrilts death could be no other bur to F þ 
take ſinnes away, arid to procure the par- F |, 
don of ſinners, and ſo it muſt needs be 7 
infinitely delightfull unto him , and hs F ,, 
heart ſtrongly ſet upon it, ſeeing it dil ;;, 
ſiveeten unto him an'-a@ otherwiſe {Y ;, 
abhorrent, and of this end therefore it 5M ;..

but even the. end for which it was done 
{and which 1s there put upon it) that 
it was out of love unto us ; and ont of 
4 minde to have ſinners pardoned ; for 
clſc in it ſelfe, it mult needs have beene 
abominable unto his. 

Again 3. if at any time he would have 
reperted him of his purpoſe, it would 
have» beene at the time of Chriſts beings 
crucified, when he came to brri/c hin : 
then hi5hcart would have recoyled, and 
eſpecially when Chriſt poured out his 
ſoule with fach ſtrong cries and teares 
ashe aid. At other times in puniſhing 
but his children we finde,, that when hee 
comes to doe it, his heart as 1t were fails 
bum, as Hof. 11. 8. | How ſhall T give thee 
w?] the rod falls out of his hand, and 
his bowels yearne within him ; yet he re- 
Iented not when he faw the tonle of his 
L/eph in bitternes, bur ſtill made an im- 
poſſibility of it for him to avoid ſutte- 
ring, becauſe his purpoſe was thereby 
to rake {innes away. Therefore Chrilts 
requelt was, Father, if it be poſſible, let 
ths CP paſſe --Fhe reccility lay onely in 
Gods wiil in reference to this end, to 


forcive ſinnes. 1f God would ever have 


relented or repented him of this purpoſe, 
B it 
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it would have beene then : we read of his 
repenting him of other of his works , but 
his minde is ſo fully carried to take away 
ſins, that he did not then or can ever re- 
pent of putting his own Sonne to death, 
for the effeing of it : To pardon finners 
1s more naturall to him, then to kill his 
Son was unnaturall. Now his end & pur. 
poſe being thus fully ſet to pardon & fave 
ſinners, if ke ſhould be fruſtrated of this 
his end, he would then: indeed repent 
him of uſing his Son as he had done. Nay, 
it is not onely ſaid, that he repented not, 
but that i pleaſed hins to bruiſe (rift, in 
reſpedt to that his end, which was 66 
pleaſant to him : So you have it Eſay 53. 
1c. Anil therefore ſurely it pleaſerh him 
mich more, to pardon ſinners , now he 
hath thus bruiſed him ; and ſo indeed 
it followes there, The pleaſure of the 
Lerd ſoail proſper in his hand , It is ſpoken 
of his ſaving and juſtifying of ſinners 
It troubled God to heare a foule bemont Þ} C 
it ſejfe for its finre, 7er.31.

Chap. 53. and elſewhere. So that if God 
be juſt, he muſt give forth ſalvation ; 0- 
therwiſe Chriſts obedience would cry as 
the worke of an hireling doth for wa- 
6 


wherewith to pay and diſcharge them, 
And this is yet a louder cry then the for- 
mer. Now Chriſt beforc he dyed,did thus 
make his will, and bequeathed pardon of 
finne and juſtification, and that eternall 
_ Inheritance in heaven, as legacies to 
thoſe for whom he dyed, and to be gi- 
ven out by God after his death, as I ob- 
ſerved even now out of Heb. 9. 15, 16, 
17. Where it is faid that Chriſt was 
the Mediator of the New Teftament, that 
by meanes of death they who are calle 
might receive the promiſe (or bequeathed 
legacie) of eternal life. And thereupon 
ver. 16, 17. the Apoſtle calls this a Tc- 
fument confirmed by his death, and which 
at his death began to be in force, fo v. 17. 
And of all things that in juſtice are held 
due , the performance of the will of 
the dead, bath ever beene held moſt fa- 
cred,

Þ:enc diſpenſed with, but it is was chiefly 
to declare the glory of Gods jultice, 
which required ſach a fatisfaftion , {as 
the Apoſtle ſayes Row. 3.25.) ro | declare) 
113 7:7hteonſrefſe, for the remiſſion of ſranes 
that are paſt, through Gods forbearauce. 
It was, we ſec, the manifeſtation cr de- 
claration ofthe glory of his juſtice that 
he aimed at in tt. Soas1f any onc mans 
fin ſatisfied for by Chrilt, ſhould be left 
unforgiven, Gods juſtice ſhould loſe 
ſo much glory. And if juſtice ſhould 
thinke to get a greater glory out of 
the ſinners, that could never be : for 
the finner is unable ever to ſatisfie, and 
ſo to glorify Gods Jultice by ſuffering 
as Chrit hath done. Yea, and beſides, 
God would be a further ard a greater lo- 
fer in the glory of his mercy alſo, which 
by his pardoning ſinne 1s advanced, 
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The ſecond part of the Obſervation. De: 
monſtrations of Chrilts willingneſſe

Firft how his heart ftoo from everla- 
ENG enonen 


ND ſo now I come to Chriſts 
williagneſſe , which was the fe- 
cond thing "propounded i in the doctrine, 
to bee demonſtrated. Now though his 
will was not firſt in it, {as was ſaid) yet 
wee ſhall finde him to have beene no. 
[ele willing then his Father. As 
Chriſt in ſubſiſting 1s the ſecond per- 
ſon, and harh his perſonall ſubſiſtence 
from his Father, ſo he is ſecond alſo 
in order of working, and conſequently, 
of willing too, yct *he is not ſecond ta 
im in heartinefſe of willing : but as his 
Father and he are equall, ſo in all that his 
Father willeth ,, his will 1s equall with. * 
his Father, and ſo, 1s as Much 1N this bu- 
fines as his. 
ln the. Semonſieating .of this, I gat 


10 


take the ſame courſe that I did in the 
former, 

Firſt, I will ſhew how hearty he was 
tn this, To have ſinners ſaved before he 
came into the world. 

And Secondly, How willing he was 
ſince hee came into the-World , and | 
fince his death and going our of the | 
world. | 

And as a generall introducion to ci- 
ther, I ſhall premiſe this, which ſhall be 
as the corner ſtone in this building, joy- 
ning both parts of this diſcourſe toge- 
ther, and is a conſequent of what hath 
formerly been delivered. 

The thing to bee premiſed is this: 
That if God the Father be willing, then 
Jeſus Chriſt muſt needs be willing al- 
fo, and looke how much the will of the 
one is in it, ſo much the will of the other 
muſt bein it alſo ; for the Father and he 
ere all ove: And this will ferve for onr 
fartk er affurance of the wills of either ; 
and we may make uſe of it both wayes, 
either to argue to our faith, that if the 
Father be willing, Chriſt muſt needs be 
fo alſo, and that if Chriſt be willng,the 
Father is ſo alſo. That whereas ſome 
mens thoughts have been more _ up 
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about, and ſo more taken with the con- 
fideration of how -much the Fathers: 
heart was in it, and how ative and plot- 
ting he was about it ; and againe, other 
mens apprehenſions have beene carrycd 
more unto Chriſts heart in the worke ; 
this Demonſtration which IT have in 
hand ſhall be a help to the faith of cither 
of theſe ; ſo that if your hearts have a 
doore of faith (as the Apoltle ſpeakes) 


ſet open, ar a window to lee either into 


Gods heart or Chriſts ; you may raiſe a 
confidence of the one from the other,and 
ſo come to be ſure of both. 

And this alſo I doe firſt mention, be- 
cauſe it is the moſt intrinfecall bottome 
Demonſtration that can bee made of 
Chriſts willingneſſe, and is the utmoſt 
reaſon of it, | 

This demonſtration TI found upon 7oh.. 
10. 30. | I and my Father are one: | That 
whereas in this my Text hee {hewes: 
how his Fathers will and his agree in 


| one, he there gives the reaſon of it, for 


(ſayes he) We are one: and the words: 
there, as they ſtand in their coherence,are 


| proper to the purpoſe in hand. For 


Chriſt chere alleadgeth them, as the rea- 


lon why his heart, and power, and all in 
| hin 


# 
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him is ſo engaged for the ſalvation of 
his owne, that if he have any power in 
him, and be able to doe any thing, not 
ene of them ſhall periſh , becauſe his Fa- 
ther and he are 0ae. For marke the oc- 
caſfion upon whick he ſpeaks this , it is 
ene ſame that here in my Text.He had bin 
ſpeaking of ſaving his theepe ; and of his 
ower and. will to ſave them - and con- 
ciudes, that they ſhall never periſh. And 
he ſayes not onely, that he will rever caſt 
them ot, (as here) but that, neither ſhall 
a1). 99477 pluck them out of his hand. And 
n that ſpeech he ſhewes and utcers the 
renoth of his will as much as of his 
power. For otherwiſe although his 
hand of power had becn never ſo potent 
—_ Kc held them againſt all oppoſition, 
it his will had not as ſtrongly reſol- 
oy $ bs told them in his hand, and ſo, if 
they were not as deepe in his heart as 
they arc fait in his hands, this ſpeech 
of his had not beeac made good , That 
rhe. ſh {ever periſh. And then be CAVES 
the reaſon beth ofthis reſolutenes of his 
w:ll, and this prevalencie of his power, 
from his Fathers both will and power, 
engaged as much as his owne , in this 
bu nefſe : Aly, Father {ayes he). that 
gat 


to ſinners [rom eCUVEeria Fig. 
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oave them me 1s greater then all, and none 
ts able to pluck, them out of my Fathers 
hands. He pleades here firſt his Fathers 
will, [He gave them me : ] And then ſe. 
condly, his power,(whom theſe Jewes he 
ſpake to acknowledged greater then all, 
though him they did not) He zs greater 


then all ; none can pluck_them ont of his. 


hands ; and then argues to himſelfe, 
[ 1y Father and I are one:Þ} One in na- 
ture, therefore much more in will. Two 
perſons that have diltin& eſſence may yet 
be one in will, as the Ten Kings are ſaid 
to be of oe mind when theyagreed in one 
thing, Rev. 17. 13. 17. fo A. 4. 32.itis 
ſaid that they that beleeved were of exe 
heart, 8 of one ſoule, that is, in judgement 
and conſent of mind. But Chrift and 
God the Father are oye yet neerer; one in 
nature, and therefore much more entire 
in will, for by nature they have but one 
will between them, And that place ſpeaks 
at once in relation to both their willing- 
netles to ſave, as to both their powers:to 
have ſinners. And this is not or-*ly an 
Argument thar they dtd both agree, and 
were like to agree 11 1t ; but that they can 
never diſagree. Two that eſſentially have 
tio wiils, though for the preſcht - agree- 
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mg in one ; yet it may be ſuppoſed thar 
they may come to diſagree, and not will 
the ſame thing ; bat if they eſſentially 
have but one will, it is impoſſible then, 
but that they muſt ever agree. This great 
ſecurity therefore doth Chriſt give for 
the ſalvation of finners. You have not 
onely two Perſons engaged , Perſons 
greater then all, but all that is in them 
engaged, both ther Power and Will ; 
and what more can'be deſired ? And if 
the one holds his purpoſe, the other mult 
alſo ; for they are one. You have the 
very one-nefſe of God and Chriſt given 
you for ſecurity; ſo that if they can never 
be made two, and wrought aſunder, then 
ſinners mult needs be faved. Till theſe 
two Perſons doe diſagree, you are ſure 
enough ; and they muſt ceaſe ro be, ere 
they can ceaſe to agree ; for they are ove, 
and one in being. 

We have another teſtimony as full as 
this, 1 John 5, 7. There are three that 
beare record in heaven, the Father , the 
Word, and the holy Ghoſt, (we are yet 
furer here is a third Perſon that comes 
in) and theſe three are one. Now. what is 
the thing that theſe doe witnefle nrto ? 


vere 11, it followes, This t5 the recora, 


that 
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that Ged hath given to us eternall life, and 


this Iife 1s in his Sonne. Here their truth 
is pawned, as in that other place their 
power was: for the ApoRlle alleadgeth 
this as ſuch a truth, as they all agree and 
ſtand in to make good. And to prove 
this, he ſayes, (as in that other place, Toh. 
1c.) that the/e three are ene : that 1s oye in 
nature, therefore oxe in will ; and ſo alſo 
one in witneſle to this trath, He ſayes not 
onely They agree in one ; for you ſhall 
obſerve , that whereas there are three 
other witneſſes mentioned to be on 
earth, there ts this difference put be. 
tween their concurrencie in their teſti- 
monies and that of theſe, that they agree 
is one, (ſo ver. 8.) but there is more ſaid 
of theſe, namely, that they are oze ; that 
is, tn Nature, and fo in Will or Parpoſe ; 
and fo muſt needs much more agree in 
one, Now that thing which their Wils, 
and Teſtimonies, and all agree in, is (as 
hath been ſaid) that God hath given us 


| Eternall life ; and this life is in his Son, 
to all that ſhall come for it. So that for 
| Demonſtrations of this, I need goe na 
| further. Tfthere be any Power, Will, or 
| ry theſe Perſons, Sinners thall be 

ved.. 
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This being premiſed, as the moſt bot- 
tome ground of Chrifts being at firſt, 
and his continuing to be for ever willing 
to pardon ſinners ; let us more particu- 
larly ſee, firſt, how his heart ſtood to the 
falvation of them before he came into 
the world : And then ſecondly how it 
ſtood enclined unto it after hee was 
come ; and what confirmations our faith 
may have from both. So that the 
thing that Iam herein to ſpeak to, is 
not ſo much his willingnefſe to the work 
of Redemption it ſelfe, (that T have 

_ elſewhere handled a part) but his wil- 
lingnefſe and readineſle to ſave ner. 

1. Let us fee how his heart ſtood to 
this before the world was, and before he 
cameinto it. And for this we find, that 
his d:lights were ſet upon it ; fo Prov. 8. 
ZI. [ Rejoycing in the havitable parts of 


his earth ; ana my delights were with the 


his minde ſtood towards us beforp the 
world began : for he ſpeaks what he and 
Th his 


ſons of men. | Which words, are more | 
properly ſpoken of Chritt, then of God | 
the Father;and therefore T produce them | 
under this Head. For they are ſaid to 
be ſpoken by :i/edeme , that is, Chrilt 
himſelfe, hee therein ſhewing how Þ 
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his Father did before the mountaines were, 
ec. 1 was ſet up from everlaſiing, ver. 22, 
Thea I was by hina,e+<c. ver. 30. And how 
did they pafſe away that long ev#m ? (as 
the Apoſtle calls it) in nothing but re- 
joycing and Eclights. He there ſpeakes 
of nothing elſe that they did. And 
what was the matter of delight unto 
them ? 

1. He and his Father delighted one 
in another, ver. 3. 

2. In the falvation of men, My ade- 
lirhts were with the ſons of wenda Ver. ZIs 
And he ſpeaks of men as falne ; forit is 
ſaid in the beginning of the ſame verſe, 


that he rejoyced in the habitable parts of 


his earth ; which is ſpoken not of the 
Jews onely, but of the Gentiles too, and 
of men all the earth over. Now firſt, De- 


lizhts ariſe out of the ſtrongeſt and choiy 


cclt deſires. Men are pleaſed with many 
things in which they delight not. Chriſts 
heart and deſires muſt needs have beene 
moſt on that which his delights are in, 
Againe, ſecondly, the greater the perſons 
are, and the greater their minds are, the 
vreater are their delights. Things of great 
concernment are uſually the objects 
which are the delights of Kings, and 
which 
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which they take pleaſure in. Now the 
great God and Jeſus Chriſt ſingled ont 
the pardon and reconciliation of ſinners 
for their chiefe delights. 

3. Their delight herein is mentioned, 


and inno other work of theirs : not the. 


Angels, nor the world, nor any thing 
1 it, | 

4. This their delight is mentioned 
next to their delight in each other. 

And fiftly, this delight he tooke afore- 
hand, whilft his heart was onely in the 
expectation of it, and his mind but laying 
the plot of it. He delights in it ere he 
doth it. And if all this joy of his bc onely 
in the thoughts of it, how much more 
will it deſight him when he comes to 
doe it ? All this argues how great a mat- 
ter this was in his eſteeme, and how

|þ the ſecond plate when Chriſt had 


aſſumed onr nature, and whilſt he re- 
mained npon earth, how did this diſpo- 
fition of his abound in him ? It were 
endlefle to give all the inftances that his 
ftory and ſermons do afford hereof. Sce 
but how welcom all ſorts of ſinners were 
at all times unto him : He caſt out none 
that acknowledged him for the Meſſiah : 
he turned none away that gave up their 
ſoules unto him to bee ſaved his owne 
way. Hee was indeed moſt reſerved un- 
to that rich young man of any other, yet 
he uſed him curteouſly, the Text ſaith he 
loved hins ; Chriſt turned him not away, 
but direRted him the right way to follow 
him. And he went away of himſelfe, un- 
deryaluing Chriſt to his poſſeſſions. 
And another time Chriſt indeed ſeemes 
to diſcourage the Canaanitifh woman, 
and put her away, calling her dog : But 
it was onely in words ; for underhand 
he ſtrongly drawes her heart to him by 
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A2 { Chrifts heart to ners 

his Spirit, and ſaggeſts thereby to her 
heart by way of anſwer, a confideratiqn 
_ of the higheſt Faith towards him, that 
dogs might partake of the crums that fall 


from their Maſters table. I inſtanee in | 


theſe, becauſe. I would prevent and re- 
move any exception which might bee 
taken from them. For otherwiſe Chrilts 
profefled entertainment of all ſinners 
was ſo open and notorious , as it was 
turned into his diſgrace and opprobry, 
That. he was a friend to publicans and ſin- 
'ners, Which yet he owns and glories in, 
profeſling that be. came 70t to call the 
righteors, but finatrs ts repentance. And 
how glad he was when any ſuch came 
m unto him, he ſufficiently expreſſed by 
thoſe parables on purpoſe taken np,of the 
Joy of the Prodigalls Father for his re- 
turne, & of the rejoycing for the _— 
of the loſt groat, and likewiſe of the lo 
{heepe more hen of the 99. 

We read of Chriſts joy bnt ſeldome, 
and when it ts at any time recorded, is is 
at the converſion of Soules. He had little 
elſe ro comfort himſelf in,being a man of 
ſorrowes : and he had nothing elſe on 
earth which he tooke delight or pleaſure 


in. When he was converting the poore | 


woman 
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woman of Samaria , (which he doth as 
a pleaſure and recreation to him) he for- 
gets his meat, (although before he had 
been very hungry) and els his Diſciples 
that he had meat which they knew net of, 


which was indeed the ſaving that poore: 


womans ſoule. In Lake 10. 21. we 
reade that eſis reioyced in his ſpirit ; but 
obſerve the occaſion : He had ſent out 
his Diſciples to preach the Gaſpell, and 
they had in his Name and through his 
Power calt out Devils : He bids them 
not rejoyce in that, ver, 20, but ſhews 
them what they ſhould reoiec in, by his 
own example, and by what molt com- 
fored him. Father (fayes he) 1 thanke 

Lee, that thou haſt revealed theſe things 
1:0 Babes, This is in the next words 
following recorded to bee the matter of 
his rejeycing ; he ſaw now an handſcl, 
and an experiment of the fruit of his 
Diſciples miniitery, and comforted him- 
ſelfe beforc-hang, in that as their ſoules 
had, ſo others of the poorer and meaner 
ſort ſhould thus come in unto hun. We 
ftinde him at another time in like manner 
rejoycing, namely in the ſtory of his rai- 
ling Lazaras, fobn 11. 15. And what was 
it for ? Not that himſelfe ſhould be olo- 
ritied 
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rified by ſo great a miracle, [even the 
greatelt that ever he wrought ) but (ſayes 
he) I am glad for your ſakes that I was 
wot there, to the end that you might be- Jp 
leeve. He rejoyced if any of his got a lic- Jaf 
tle more or further degree of faith. And Jcc 
on the other ſide, as forry was he when |» 
men came not in. Witnefle his tears over | »/ 
Jeruſalem , and thoſe ſpeeches of his, | w 
fohn 5. 34. Theſe things I fpeake, that you | hi

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And then at his death, when he was 
von the Croſſe, hee then converts 2 
thiefe that was crucified with him, and 
prayes For thoſe that crucified him. And 
after his Reſfarrefion his laſt words re- 
corded in £»uke 24. 47. are | That re- 
miſſion of ſinnes ſhonld be preached in his 
name beginning atfern/alem, Jthat ſo thoſe 
whom he had prayed for (though they 
had crucified him) might be converted & 
faved. Thus ſtood his heart all che while 
he was on earth,both before and after his 
death. 7 | 

And then (in the third place) now 


that he hath dyed and laid downe that 


price (which vas to purchaſe the ſalvati- 
on of finners, he muſt needes bee much 
more willing (if it were poſſible hee 
ſhould be) then ever. Many Demon- 
trations there are from thoſe obligations 
which Chriſts ſufferings and death doe 
put upon him, which I have already given 
in a Treatiſe upon this very argument, 
The Heart of Chriſt iv Heaven, Part 2. 
onely I have reſerved one or two for 
this place. As, 

1. It was the aime and utmoſt intent 
of Chrifts ſoule in his being crucitied to 
have ſinners ſaved, and ſaved cfteQually. 
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It was that travaile which his heart was 
then big with. And certainly , Chriſt 
would not that ſo many and ſo great faf. 
ferings, now that they are paſt ang. over, 
ſhonld be in vaine. The Apoſtle makes 
a motive of it unto the Galatians, Gal. 


3. 4+ eAre ye ſo fooliſhy------have ye ſuj- 


fered ſo many things in wvaine ? To bee 


ſure Chriſts,death thzil not be in vaine- 
Hee will not loſe the end of his ſuffe- 
rings. (as . the ſame , Apoſtle inti- 
mates but 4. verſes before Chap. 2. alt.) 
A bulinefſe that a man has prayed for 
much, how doth he long to ſee it accom- 
pliſhed and fulfilled 2 and how glad is he 
when it falls out as he hath prayed ? and 
why , but becauſe ir is the fruit of his 
Prayers 2 Now much more glad is Chin 
to ſee the fruit of his death, The trawl?

Chriſt indeed hath an honour in Heaven, 

beſides the glory of the perſonall union: 

but then it ariſcthto him from the ſalva- 
tion of {inners through his death, which 
ſalvation is the purchaſe of his blood ; as 
you have it, Ephe/. 1. which might af- 


- ford a third engagement. In that Chriſt 


fhould not onely loſe the fruit of his 
death , but that glory that is ordained 
him by the ſalvation of men. So that he 
{hould be a loſer, not onely of his ſuffe- 
rings by-pait, bat of all that glory that is 
to come from the ſalvation of beleevers; 
which is no ſmall thing unto him. As 
Othicers in Courts of Law, or in Univer- 
ſitics,oet the more fees, the more clicnts, 
and rhe more commencers there arc: ſo 
it is the more for Jcſus Chrilts gain , that 
many finners get out, and arc received to 
grace and mercy.

As Chriit therefore is wi/lsp :. ſo ſhould 
we be a willing, people, That which 
keepes men off, is, that. they kno\y not 
Chrifts minde; and heart , think 'it to 
be an. indifferent thing to. him whether 
you belceve,or no: asif he came into the 
world to do this duty ofdying for ſinners 
ſingly in obedience to his Father, ſo that 
men might be rendred favable if they wil, 
and that. however, if they will not,he yct 
hath enough to fatiſfy-and quict himſelf 
with, even this that he ſhall be glorifycd 
m what he hath don,though few or none 
of the ſons of men be ſaved. It is a pre- 
judiciall dodrine this to the ſalvation of 
men,and derogatory to Chrilts free love, 
What, do we think that Jeſus Chrilt is 
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gone to heaven, there to complame unto 
Angels of the unkindnefle and hardneſſe 
of mens hearts, that will not turne to 
him notwithſtanding he hath done fo 
much , and to tell what he had done 
for them, and what they would net be 
" | perſwaded to do for themſelves; and 
" | that ſo he can ſafficiently pleaſe himſelf 
with ſach juſt complaints? no ſarely ; 
our cfteAuall falvation coneernes him 
* | more then fo : and his heart is moxe fully 
bent upon it then thas to leave it,of what 
he hath bought he will Joſ& nothing. The 
truth is,he is moce glad of us,then we can 
be of him. The Father of the Prodigall 
was the forwarder of the two to 
joyfall meeting. Haſt thou a minde ? he 
that came down from Heaven {as him- 
ſelf ſaith in the text) to die for thee, will 
meet thee more then half way (as the 
Prodigals father is ſaid to doe) by his 
ſpirkt;he will ſend him from Heaven to 
thee, and at the latter day himſelfe will 
come againe to fetch thee and receive 
thee to himſelf, If among the _ m 
Heaven there be joy at the converſion of 
- | a {inner , how much more joy ts there in 
Chrifts heart? If there be joy in the 
bedchamber-men (as Joby ſpeaks) what 
Ld 
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Joy is there in the bridgrogms heart?or if 
among the ſtanders by,vwhen a man-child 
1s born tnto the world , how much more 
doth the 'morher that was in travaile for 
ﬀ (as Chriſts ſonl was,) how much more 
doth ſhe rcjoyce 2 O therefore come in 
unto: him. If you knew his heart you 
would. As they that crucifyed him knew 
him not,fo neither do thoſe who belceve 
rot in him. Tf you had been on earth 
with him, orifhe were now here, and 
had this day preacht theſe things unto 
you,and uttered theſe his ewn deſires and 


. longings after you how would you 1n 


troopes go all thronging after him whea 
the Sermon were done , and each of you 
eome about him (as thoſe that had dtlea- 
tes did,) and beſecch him to pardon and 
fave you; and not leave him et}l you had 
obrained ſome word of comfort and ti- 
vour from him! Let me tell you, he had 
preacht this day, but that he had other 
bumines to do for yan in heaven where he 
is now praying? and interceding for you, 
even when you are finning ; (as on carth 
we ſee he did for the Jewes when they 
were a crucifying him. ) Now becauic 
ke could not for this other bufines conic 


-himſelf,he therefore ſends us his Ambal- 
"©7/"OE fadours, 
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leſeech you : and ; we preach but fuch 
things as were firſ# ſpoken by the Lord 
him{elfe (as it is in' Heb. 2. } And he 
ſends his ſpirit , and continues to give 
gifts unto men unto this very day, and 
in all theſe reſpeAts when ever the 


Goſpel is preacht, he is ſaid to fpeake 


from heaven; Refuſe not him that ſpeakes 
from heaven, Heb.12.23.And though you 
have not his bodiy preſence as they had, 
who heard himſelf preach here on carth; 
yet you may by faith have as free an ac- 
celle unto him, and know as ſurely that 
ke heares you, as if he were in the ſame 
roome with you. Retire therefore into 
your cloſet,and treat with him in private 
and there prefle theſe things on him; fay 
them all over again unto himſelf, and ask 
him if they be not true : get the match 
[truck up between thy ſoule and him; 
which if once made, will never be un- 
done againe. Say untd him , Lord , why 
may it not be made up now 2? Onely 
let me adce this,ſee you come not to him 
without a wedding-garment and wed- 
ding-affeftions.
